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PROFILE :  JAMES  I,  KING  OF  ENGLAND,  1603-1605. 

James  Stuart,  the  son  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots  and  Lord  Darnley,  ascended  the 
throne  of  Scotland  in  1567  after  the  execution  of  his  mother  by  her  half-sister 
Ehzabeth.  He  was  only  an  infant  at  the  time,  and  in  the  difficult  years  before  he 
was  old  enough  to  take  over  the  government  Scotland  was  troubled  by  struggles 
for  power  between  the  nobility  and  religious  strife  within  the  Church.  In  1585 
James  came  to  terms  with  Elizabeth  and  in  1603  he  succeeded  to  the  English  crown. 
He  was  then  thirty-six  years  of  age. 

James,  though  a  pedant  over-impressed  by  his  own  sagacity,  was  well-versed 
in  history  and  theology,  and  it  was  under  his  patronage  that  a  new  and  authorized 
English  translation  of  the  Bible  was  begun  in  1604  and  completed  in  1611.  He 
held  High  Church  opinions  and  following  the  Hampton  Court  Conference  of  1604 
the  Puritans  were  subjected  to  considerable  persecution.  James  came  into  continual 
conflict  with  the  Commons,  particularly  on  the  questions  of  taxation  and  free  debate, 
and  his  views  on  the  supreme  rights  of  the  monarchy  sewed  the  seeds  for  the  conflict 
between  king  and  parliament  which  was  to  break  out  into  open  warfare  in  the  next 
reign. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  James  to  form  an  alliance  with  Spain,  but  this  policy 
met  with  considerable  resistance  in  this  country.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  who  had  been 
imprisoned  for  many  years,  was  executed  as  a  gesture  to  Spain  after  leading  an 
unsuccessful  expedition  to  Guiana  in  1617.  Overseas  expeditions  to  the  new  world 
led  to  the  formation  of  British  colonies  in  Virginia,  New  England,  Bermuda  and 
Barbadoes.  In  1589  James  had  married  Anne  of  Denmark:  his  eldest  son,  Henry, 
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Prince  of  Wales,  died  in  1612  and  James  was  succeeded  on  his  death  by  his  second 
son  Charles. 

James  issued  an  interesting  variety  of  Scottish  coins  and  when  he  became  King 
of  England  the  coins  of  the  two  countries  were  standardized  to  a  single  pattern  and 
the  rate  of  exchange  was  fixed  at  a  ratio  of  12  :  1,  i.e.,  the  Scottish  12  shilling  piece 
being  the  equivalent  of  the  English  shilling.  The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover 
is  an  English  gold  pound  or  “  unite.” 

THE  ROYAL  MINT.

Chapter  XXVIII  :  The  Reorganisation  of  the  Mint 
and  the  Abolition  of  the  Moneyers. 

In  October,  1850,  the  Treasury  requested  the  Right  Hon.  Lalor  Shiel,  the 
Master  of  the  Mint,  to  inform  them  of  the  measures  he  would  recommend  for  the  ' 
reform  of  the  mint  in  the  light  of  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission.  The 
proposals  were  submitted  in  a  report  dated  28  October,  1850,  but  six  weeks  later 
Mr.  Shiel  was  appointed  British  Minister  at  Florence.  The  first  step  towards  the 
reform  was  then  taken  by  the  appointment  of  Sir  John  Herschel,  the  astronomer,  as 
Master  of  the  Mint  “  not  standing  in  Parliamentary  connexion  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  but  performing  the  duties  as  recommended  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Official  Salaries  in  1850,  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasury,  on  a  salary  reduced 
from  £2,000  to  £1,500  per  annum.”  The  responsibility  of  the  changes  in  the  mint 
accordingly  devolved  on  Sir  John  Herschel  and  a  general  plan  of  reform  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Treasury  on  8  January,  1851.  A  doubt  arose,  however,  as  to  the 
proper  legal  mode  of  effecting  the  intended  change  in  the  general  constitution  of 
the  mint  and  this  was  resolved  by  the  issue  of  an  order  in  council  dated  7  March, 
1851,  to  empower  the  Master  of  the  Mint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury,  to  alter  the  constitution  and  establishment  of  the  mint. 

The  board  of  the  mint  was  thereupon  dissolved  and  notice  given  to  the  melter 
and  the  moneyers  that  their  agreements  were  to  be  terminated.  In  July,  1851,  the 
melter  and  moneyers  vacated  their  offices  and  were  granted  compensation  by  the 
Treasury  for  the  loss  of  their  privileges  and  emoluments. 

The  offices  of  Queen’s  Assay  Master  and  of  Master’s  Assayer  were  abolished 
and  one  of  Resident  Assayer  created  in  lieu. 

The  refinery  was  separated  from  the  mint  and  leased  to  Messrs.  Rothschilds. 

The  gate  porters  and  watchmen  were  replaced  by  metropolitan  police  and  the  * 
manufacture  of  gas  on  the  premises  was  discontinued  in  favour  of  obtaining  a  supply 
from  one  of  the  companies  then  operating. 

The  Solicitorship  of  the  mint  was  also  abolished  and  the  duties  transferred  to 
the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury. 

Regulations  were  made  prohibiting  officers  from  carrying  on  any  private  business 
within  the  mint,  and  arrangements  organised  for  placing  the  operations  of  melting 
and  coining  under  the  control  of  salaried  officers  responsible  to  the  head  of  the 
department. 

Mr.  Shiel,  although  a  member  of  the  Royal  Commission  which  had  reported  so 
strongly  against  a  system  of  coining  by  contract,  expressed  in  his  subsequent  report 
to  the  Treasury  “  a  strong  persuasion  that  the  coinage  should  be  carried  on  by 
private  contract,  open  to  competition,  upon  such  terms  and  subject  to  such  regu¬ 
lations  and  conditions  as  the  Master  of  the  Mint,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Treasury,  may  deem  advisable.”  Sir  John  Herschel  agreed  with  Mr.  Shiel’s  views 
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and  accordingly  before  the  contract  with  the  moneyers  had  ceased,  a  schedule  for  a 
contract  for  three  years  for  the  execution  of  the  principal  part  of  the  work  performed 
by  them,  was  prepared,  and  advertisements  issued  to  invite  competition.  Three 
tenders  only  were  received;  one  from  Messrs.  Maudslay,  Sons  and  Field,  an 
eminent  firm  of  manufacturing  engineers;  one  from  Mr.  George  Rennie,  a 
member  of  the  family  of  famous  engineers;  and  one  from  Mr.  Nutting,  “  a  person 
of  great  respectability  who  had  retired  from  carrying  on  an  extensive  business  as  a 
button  manufacturer.”  As  the  rates  of  the  two  former  were  considered  to  be  too 
high  and  Mr.  Nutting  did  not  name  sureties  to  the  required  amount  of  £30,000  the 
Treasury  rejected  the  tenders  and  directed  the  Master  of  the  Mint  to  proceed  with 
“  a  plan  for  the  execution  of  the  coining  by  the  agency  of  an  establishment  in  the 
direct  employment  and  pay  of  the  Government,  as  recommended  by  the  late  Com¬ 
mission  of  Inquiry.” 

From  the  earliest  times  the  proceedings  of  the  mint  were  regulated  by  Indentures 
between  the  Crown  and  the  Master  of  the  Mint.  These  Indentures,  which  were 
not  published,  and  Orders  in  Council,  such  as  those  which  had  from  time  to  time 
been  issued,  giving  currency  to  new  coins,  and  regulating  the  weights  at  which  they 
were  to  continue  to  pass  current,  contained  in  a  great  measure  the  rules  by  which 
not  only  the  mint  but  the  currency  of  the  country  was  governed.  The  Royal 
Commission  had  recommended  that  “  the  document  called  the  ‘  Master’s  Indenture  ’ 

.  .  .  should  be  replaced  by  a  more  precise  and  systematic  code  of  regulations,  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature.” 
No  action  was  taken  to  implement  this  recommendation  until  1870  when  a  report  on 
the  mint  (Freemantle  and  Wilson)  No.  7  (Session  1870)  laid  before  the  House  of 
Commons  proposed  that  “  It  would  be  desirable  to  carry  this  recommendation 
more  completely  into  effect.  By  an  Order  in  Council  of  7  March,  1851,  the 
administration  of  the  Mint  and  the  regulation  of  the  coinage  (subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  statutes  for  the  time  being  in  force  concerning  the  coin  of  the  realm) 
were  made  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Treasury.  By  this  Order  in  Council, 
therefore,  the  old  system  of  Mint  Indentures  is  superseded,  but  ...  it  would  appear 
desirable  to  afford  more  general  information  as  to  the  obligations  of  the  Government 
in  respect  to  the  coinage,  respecting  which  much  ignorance  exists;  and  it  may  be  a 
question  whether  the  entire  constitution  of  the  Mint  and  the  regulations  affecting 
the  coinage  at  present  contained  in  Acts  of  Parliament,  Indentures,  Orders  in 
Council,  and  Treasury  Regulations  may  not  be  conveniently  embodied  in  a  single 
and  comprehensive  Act  of  Parliament.” 

The  Coinage  Act  of  1870  (33  Viet.  c.  10)  which  became  law  on  the  10th  April, 
1870,  effectually  carried  out  these  recommendations.  It  consolidated  the  law 
relating  to  coinage  and  the  mint,  and,  while  giving  the  Treasury  power  to  make 
regulations  and  give  directions  respecting  the  general  management  of  the  mint, 
prescribed  the  weight  and  fineness  of  each  coin  of  the  realm,  with  the  remedy  of 
weight  and  fineness  for  each,  and  showed  clearly  and  concisely  what  are  the  regula¬ 
tions  by  which  the  coinage  is  governed. 

Coincident  with  the  passing  of  the  Coinage  Act  1870,  a  complete  reorganisation 
of  the  mint  was  being  undertaken.  One  important  change  had  already  taken  place 
subsequent  to  the  reforms  of  1851.  From  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century 
the  Mastership  of  the  Mint  had  become  a  Parliamentary  office  and  the  incumbent 
had  generally  little  time  to  spare  for  his  mint  duties. 

These  duties  accordingly  devolved  mainly  on  the  Deputy  Master.  With  the 
appointment  of  Sir  John  Herschel  as  a  full  time  permanent  officer  “  exempt  from 
all  other  charge  or  duty,”  the  post  of  Deputy  Master  must  have  become  virtually 
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redundant.  When  therefore  Captain  Harness  relinquished  this  post  in  August, 
1853,  the  Treasury  decided  that  “  as  the  office  of  Master  of  the  Mint  has,  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Select  Committee  of  1850  on  Official  Salaries, 
been  entrusted  to  a  permanent  officer  exempt  from  all  other  charge  or  duty  who  is 
personally  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Mint  in  all  its  branches, 
My  Lords  deem  it  unnecessary  to  maintain  the  Office  of  Deputy  Master  on  a  separate 
footing,  and  they  are  accordingly  pleased  to  direct  that  the  Office  of  Deputy  Master 
shall  in  future  be  consolidated  with  that  of  Comptroller.” 

Sir  John  Herschel  had  been  succeeded  as  Master  by  Professor  Thomas  Graham, 
F.R.S.,  and  on  the  death  of  the  latter  on  16  September,  1869,  the  administration  of 
the  mint  was  again  brought  under  review.  As  the  result  the  Treasury,  in  a  Minute 
dated  the  7th  January,  1870,  directed  a  complete  reorganisation  of  the  Department 
involving  new  arrangements  of  the  highest  importance.  In  this  Minute  their 
Lordships  recorded  their  opinion  that  no  advantage  was  derived  from  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  two  highly  paid  Controlling  Officers,  the  “  Master  ”  and  the  ”  Deputy 
Master  and  Comptroller  ”  which  would  not  be  equally  afforded  by  entrusting  the 
practical  superintendence  of  the  mint  to  a  single  well-qualified  officer,  and  further 
that  the  possession  of  great  scientific  attainments,  such  as  those  which  had  no  doubt 
led  to  the  selection  both  of  Sir  John  Herschel  and  Professor  Graham  for  the  Master¬ 
ship  was  “  not  essential  to  the  successful  administration  of  the  Department,  which 
depended  rather  upon  an  active  and  intelligent  control,  and  the  application  of  well- 
trained  experience  in  matters  of  business.”  They  directed  therefore  that  the 
Mastership  should  be  held  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  for  the  time  being 
without  salary,  and  that  the  actual  administration  of  the  department  should  be 
entrusted  to  the  “  Deputy  Master  and  Comptroller.”  In  order  to  avoid  the 
unnecessary  inconvenience  which  would  have  been  occasioned  if  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  were  required  to  vacate  his  seat  and  undergo  a  re-election,  a  course 
which  his  acceptance  of  the  Mastership  of  the  Mint  would  have  rendered  necessary, 
effect  was  given  to  the  new  arrangement  by  Section  14  of  the  Coinage  Act  1870, 
thereby  rendering  unnecessary  the  vacation  of  the  seat  and  substituting  the  authority 
of  the  Act  itself  for  the  existing  form  of  appointment  by  patent. 

A  post  of  Chief  Clerk  was  created  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Master  it 
would  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  to  perform  the  routine  business  of  the  office. 

The  reforms  of  1851  had  continued  the  long  established  practice  of  treating  the 
Melting  Department  as  outside  the  Coining  Department  although  the  Die  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  latter  had  been  brought  under  one  charge.  It  was  now  ordered  that 
the  Coining  and  Die  Department  should  be  united  with  the  Melting  Department 
and  to  bear  the  name  of  the  Operative  Department  with  the  superintendence 
entrusted  to  one  chief  officer. 

In  the  case  of  the  Assay  Office  the  work  had  been  performed  by  one  Resident 
Assayer  and  a  number  of  “  Out-door  Assayers,”  who  were  paid  by  fees.  It  was 
now  decided  that  the  whole  of  the  assaying  should  be  conducted  in  the  mint  by  the 
appointment  of  a  second  Resident  Assayer. 

In  addition,  arrangements  were  made  under  which  all  appointments  to  the  mint 
would  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  presented  for  the  Civil  Service 
generally. 

These  changes  form  the  last  major  reorganisation  in  the  administration  of  the 
mint  and  apart  from  the  modifications  associated  with  expanding  activities  the 
general  framework  of  the  organisation  of  the  department  remains  unchanged. 
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NELSON’S  GREATEST  VICTORY.

In  commemorating  the  bi-centenary  of  Nelson’s  birth,  we  are  apt  to  think  of  the  British 
naval  hero  in  terms  of  injuries  and  his  death  in  battle.  However,  his  greatest  victory  is  known 
to  few  and  occurred  February  14th,  1797,  off  Cape  St.  Vincent  under  the  command  of  Sir 
John  Jervis. 

Bonaparte  having  overrun  Europe,  forced  Spain  to  declare  war  against  Gt.  Britain,  and 
her  fleet,  consisting  of  twenty  seven  ships  of  the  line  amounting  to  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  eighty  four  guns  under  the  command  of  Don  Josef  de  Cordova,  sailed  to  reinforce  the 
French  navy. 

Jervis  with  fifteen  sail  of  the  line,  four  frigates,  one  sloop  and  a  cutter,  with  a  total  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty  two  guns,  sighted  the  Spanish  fleet  at  11.30  a.m.  off  the 
Cape  of  St.  Vincent  and  disregarding  the  regular  battle  formation  (doubtless  due  to  the 
superior  number  of  the  enemy)  the  British  fleet  formed  a  close  line  under  full  canvas  with 
Nelson’s  ship  Captain  at  the  rear. 

Sailing  into  the  Spanish  fleet  the  signal  was  given  to  heave  hard  a-port,  thereby  cutting 
off  nine  enemy  ships  from  joining  the  main  body  before  any  battle  formation  could  be  accom¬ 
plished.  Jervis  signalled  his  fleet  to  tack  (a  sharp  or  acute  angle,  in  this  case  starboard)  in 
quick  succession  but  Nelson  observed  the  136  gun  Santissima  Trinidad,  112  gun  San  Josef, 
112  gun  Salvador  del  Mundo ,  80  gun  San  Nicolas ,  74  gun  San  Isidro,  plus  another  74  gun  ship 
and  yet  another  112  gun  sail  of  the  line,  who  were  seeking  to  join  the  main  body.  At  that 
moment  Nelson  broke  line  and  pushed  hard  a-port  for  the  express  purpose  of  checking  such 
battle  formation  by  the  enemy.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  if  Nelson  deliberately  disobeyed  the 
signal,  his  twenty  seven  years  of  naval  service  would  seem  to  prove  otherwise:  his  position 
of  Rear  Admiral  may  have  given  him  the  power  of  separate  command. 

With  seven  hundred  guns  against  him.  Nelson  poured  volley  after  volley  into  the  enemy 
and  Trowbridge  of  the  Culloden  seeing  Nelson’s  action,  swung  around  to  support  him.  For 
nearly  an  hour  these  two  ships  held  the  pride  of  the  Spanish  navy  in  combat  when  Collingwood 
of  the  Blenheim  passed  between  them  and  the  enemy,  pouring  shot  into  the  Spanish  fleet  to 
give  both  Nelson  and  Trowbridge  a  respite.  The  effect  of  Collingwood’s  masterly  gunnery 
had  caused  the  San  Isidro  and  the  Salvador  del  Mundo  to  strike  their  colours  and  lay  astern 
of  the  battle. 

The  gallant  Collingwood  returned  to  join  his  old  friend  and  messmate,  who  was  engaged 
by  three  first  class  ships  of  the  enemy  apart  from  the  San  Nicolas  and  the  74  gun  ship  (name 
unrecorded).  The  Culloden  was  crippled  and  lay  astern  and  Collingwood  passed  abreast 
within  ten  feet  of  Sati  Nicolas  emptying  his  guns  into  her  and  passed  on  to  meet  the  Santissima 
Trinidad. 

Meanwhile  the  San  Nicolas  fastened  herself  to  the  San  Josef  and  Nelson  who  was  abreast 
of  them  and  being  incapable  of  further  service  in  the  line  or  chase,  secured  his  ship  to  the 
San  Nicolas  and  boarded  her.  In  the  course  of  the  hand  to  hand  fighting,  fire  from  muskets 
continued  from  the  stern  gallery  of  the  San  Josef  and  Nelson  taking  the  lead  shouted  “  Victory 
or  Westminster  Abbey.”  The  effect  of  his  words  seem  to  electrify  his  men  who  took  the 
two  ships  in  a  most  brilliant  manner,  rendering  resistance  hopeless. 

The  Captain ,  Nelson’s  ship,  was  lying  a  perfect  wreck  securely  fastened  to  her  prizes  with 
her  fore-topmast  shot  away,  her  wheel  smashed,  and  not  a  sail,  rope  or  tackle  left  intact. 
Due  to  the  condition  of  his  prizes  which  were  shattered  and  unmanageable  he  lay  overnight 
not  far  from  the  wreck  of  the  Culloden. 

Jervis  continued  the  chase  throughout  the  night  and  at  early  dawn  of  the  15th,  he  sighted 
the  five  ships  of  the  Spanish  fleet  that  had  been  separated  at  the  start  of  battle  and  called  his 
ships  to  halt  the  pursuit  as  the  enemy  had  now  a  total  of  twenty  three  sail  of  the  line  that  had 
suffered  little  or  no  damage. 

The  Spanish  Admiral  on  viewing  Sir  John  Jervis’  order  to  retire,  signalled  his  fleet  to 
inquire  if  they  should  continue  to  fight.  Nine  of  his  captains  deemed  it  wise  to  avoid  further 
combat  and  others  suggested  a  delay. 

For  this  victory  which  amounted  to  the  capture  of  four  enemy  ships,  Jervis  was  rewarded 
with  the  title  of  Earl  St.  Vincent  and  Nelson  received  the  Order  of  the  Bath. 

Illustrated  in  the  Dalton  &  Hamer  catalogue  of  the  18th  century  Provincial  token-coinage, 
may  be  seen  the  various  medals  and  tokens  that  commemorate  the  affair.  Mr.  John  Brent,  a 
merchant  of  Portsmouth,  issued  five  cwt.  of  halfpenny  tokens  (the  people’s  coinage  created 
through  necessity),  that  depicts  the  commander-in-chief’s  fighting  ship  with  legend: — under 
providence  ye  invincible  fifteen  on  border.  The  obverse  of  this  token  portrays  the  bust  of 
Jervis  with  worded  border: — viscount  jervis  &  the  glorious  14  Feb.y  1797.  These  tokens 
have  an  edge  reading  of  payable  at  i.  brents  Portsmouth  and  portsea.  Another  merchant 
of  that  city  issued  the  same  weight  in  tokens  (5  cwt.,  about  25.760),  the  legend  on  the  reverse 
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field  proclaims  Sr.  John  jervis  with  15  sail  pursued  &  defeated  the  Spanish  fleet  of  27 
sail  of  the  line  February  14th,  1797.  The  obverse  of  this  piece  shows  Jervis  seated  in  a 
chariot  drawn  by  horses  upon  the  waves  while  Neptune  with  a  trident  is  placing  a  laurel 
wreath  upon  the  victor’s  head.  The  edge  reads  Portsmouth  halfpenny  payable  at  thos 
sharps  .  x  .  and  others  in  this  group  are  without  edge  readings. 

Two  other  different  tokens  exist  that  commemorate  the  affair,  both  are  without  worded 
edges  and  the  issuer  is  unknown.  The  first  of  these  is  similar  to  the  first  mentioned  and  is  the 
work  of  Westwood  the  artist  and  manufacturer,  the  second  was  fabricated  by  Lutwyche  and 
appears  to  be  the  work  of  Arnold,  his  artist.  Here  may  be  seen  the  only  token  showing  the 
British  sail  of  the  line  that  took  part  in  the  battle,  the  obverse  portrays  the  Union  Jack  within 
a  circle  and  the  following  legend : — may  it  be  displayed  at  all  points  of  ye  compass  around 
the  border.  The  edge  reading  of  this  piece  states: — a  valentine  presented  to  Spain  by 
ADML.  JERVIS. 

No  medals  were  struck  unto  this  famous  trio,  whose  deeds  alone  secured  the  victory  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent  on  February  14,  1797.  However,  a  token  does  exist  of  Nelson,  with  the  bust 
facing  left,  to  commemorate  his  victory  off  the  Nile  in  August  1,  1798.  This  token  portrays 
an  error  in  the  history  of  the  affair  and  it  was  the  only  item  struck  of  Nelson.  There  is  an 
illustration  of  this  piece  in  the  Hampshire  section  of  the  monumental  work  of  Dalton  &  Hamer , 
believe  it  or  not,  no  others  were  issued  from  any  other  counties  throughout  Britain. 

In  the  address  to  George  III  of  October  1797  (prior  to  the  Nile),  it  was  cited  that  Nelson 
had  seen  four  actions  with  enemy  fleets,  three  with  frigates,  six  engagements  against  batteries, 
ten  actions  in  boats  employed  in  cutting  out  vessels  from  harbours  and  destroying  them, 
three  in  taking  towns,  served  with  the  army  four  months,  commanded  batteries  at  the  sieges 
of  Bastia  and  Calvi,  assisted  in  the  capture  of  seven  sail  of  the  line,  six  frigates,  four  corvettes, 
eleven  privateers,  taken  or  destroyed  fifty  merchant  vessels  and  had  actually  been  engaged 
against  the  enemy  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  times,  in  which  services  he  had  lost 
his  right  eye  and  right  arm,  apart  from  other  wounds.  This  memorial  alone,  omitting  Nelson’s 
additional  splendid  achievements,  places  him  without  parallel  in  the  naval  history  of  Gt. 
Britain. 

To  comment  briefly  on  the  battle  off  the  Nile  so  as  to  record  the  error  found  on  Hampshire, 
D.  &  H.  8,  the  action  was  recorded  as  follows: — The  French  fleet  of  13  sail  of  the  fine,  and 
four  frigates,  was  anchored  in  a  curved  line  off  the  shore  in  the  Bay  of  Aboukir,  in  order  to 
secure  its  position  from  attack  and  entry  of  vessels  in  to  the  Nile.  When  Nelson  sighted  the 
enemy,  he  ordered  Hood  of  the  Zealous  to  start  the  attack  but  Foley  slapped  on  canvas  aboard 
his  ship  Goliath  which  reached  the  Guerrier,  first  of  the  French  line.  Needless  to  say  that  in 
making  contact,  these  British  vessels  were  subjected  to  the  fire  of  the  French  fleet,  however, 
blasting  their  guns  at  the  Guerrier ,  they  passed  on  to  the  prearranged  positions  to  draw  fire 
from  the  nearest  vessels  and  not  the  entire  enemy.  The  next  British  vessel  to  make  the  run 
was  Orion ,  followed  by  the  Audacious ,  and  on  his  heels  was  Millar  of  the  Theseus ,  each  in  their 
turn  blasting  gun  fire  at  the  Guerrier ,  Millar  knocking  out  her  masts  before  taking  his  position 
along  side  of  the  Spartitate ,  the  third  man-of-war  in  the  French  line.  Next  came  Nelson  on 
his  Flagship  the  Vanguard ,  just  after  the  second  ship  of  the  French  fleet,  the  Conquerant,  had 
struck  her  colours.  Within  a  few  minutes  of  the  arrival  of  the  Vanguard,  every  gunner  was 
killed  or  wounded  on  the  first  six  guns  upon  the  fore  part  deck  of  Nelson’s  ship  from  the 
fire  of  the  Spartitate.  Nelson’s  action  had  enabled  the  Minotaur,  Bellerophon,  Defence  and 
Majestic  to  take  their  places  of  action.  Then  came  the  Szviftsure  and  the  last  of  the  74  gun 
ships  Alexander,  only  to  be  followed  by  the  54  gun  L.eander  who  had  tried  in  vain  to  release 
the  Culleon  which  had  run  aground  at  the  start  of  the  conflict  due  to  darkness.  The  gallant 
French  admiral  Brueys  was  wounded  three  times  but  continued  to  fight  from  his  flagship 
the  Orient  until  the  fourth  wound  nearly  severed  his  body.  His  ship,  the  seventh  in  line, 
caught  fire,  igniting  the  powder  magazine  and  exploded  with  great  force,  hurling  timber  and 
debris  skywrard  ...  all  firing  ceased  and  silence  was  observed.  The  battle  started  again  next 
to  the  Orient  and  continued  until  nine  sail  of  the  French  line  were  taken  and  two  destroyed 
by  fire.  Other  French  losses  were  one  frigate  sunk  and  another  frigate  burnt  .  .  .  the 
Guillaume  Tell  and  Genereau  together  with  two  frigates  were  the  only  French  vessels  to  escape 
in  the  conflict.

As  is  usual  we  look  through  the  annual  Mint  report  and  extract  a  few  item?  that  we  think 
will  be  of  interest  to  our  readers.  This  is  the  first  report  issued  by  Mr.  J.  H.  James  who  took 
over  from  Sir  Lionel  Thompson  on  the  latter’s  retirement  in  August  1957.  During  the  year 
under  review  the  Royal  Mint  struck  over  510  million  coins. 

Sovereigns.  Just  over  2  million  sovereigns  were  made  during  the  year  dated  1957  (the 
first  year  of  issue)  bearing  Mrs.  Gillick’s  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  and  with  Pistrucci’s  St.  George 
on  rev.  These  were  not  for  use  or  sale  in  this  country  but  for  holding  as  part  of  the  National 
Gold  Reserve  and  for  selling  abroad  at  a  premium. 

Proof  sets.  A  further  very  small  number  of  specimen  sets  of  gold  coins  (£5,  £2,  £1 
and  10/-)  dated  1953  were  made  to  enable  certain  National  Museum  collections  to  possess 
sets.  [None  are  or  have  been  available  to  collectors]. 

U.K.  All  the  cupro-nickel  coins  were  struck  in  fairly  large  quantities.  Just  over  a 
thousand  silver  Maundy  sets  were  made  and  about  70  extra  silver  pennies.  Nearly  40  million 
bronze  halfpennies  were  minted  but  no  pennies  or  farthings.

Ceylon.  For  this  country  the  Royal  Mint  produced  a  commemorative  issue  in  two 
denominations  (7R  5  rupee  and  cu.-ni.  rupee)  for  issue  during  the  Buddha  Jayanti  year  in 
connection  with  the  celebration  to  commemorate  the  2500th  anniversary  of  Buddhism.  They 
were  illustrated  on  the  cover  of  our  Bulletin  for  August  1957. 

Iceland.  The  Royal  Mint  continued  to  strike  coinage  of  this  country  but  for  the  first 
time  were  given  an  order  for  the  highest  denomination — the  one  krona.  This  was  struck  in 
nickel-brass,  previous  issues  of  the  krona  struck  elsewhere  were  in  aluminium-bronze. 

Ghana.  During  1957  all  outstanding  points  in  regard  to  the  coinage  of  this  new  inde¬ 
pendent  territory  were  settled  and  by  this  time  the  new  coins  will  have  been  struck. 

Also  made  was  a  bronze  gilt  medal  2"  in  diam.  for  their  Independence  Day.  It  had  on  it 
a  three-quarter  bust  of  Dr.  Nkrumah  and  was  by  P.  Vincze. 

A  Numismatic  Society  Medal.  The  Victoria  N.S.  ordered  from  the  Mint  gold,  silver 
and  bronze  medals  to  commemorate  the  Centenary  of  British  Columbia.  The  medal  is 
1.52"  in  diam.  and  by  T.  H.  Paget. 

Obv.  sir  james  douglas.  first  governor  of  b.c.,  his  draped  bust  facing  half-left. 
R.  victoria  numismatic  society — British  Columbia,  the  parliament  buildings, 
below,  parliament  buildings  victoria  /  1858-1958  /  centennial. 
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Jersey  had  two  new  coins  during  the  year,  the  threepence  (one-fourth  of  a  shilling)  in 

nickel-brass  which  is  a  completely  new  coin  for  the  island,  and  the  penny  with  a  new  reverse. 

These  pieces  are  illustrated  on  the  back  page  of  our  Bulletin  for  July  1958. 

Alaria  Theresia  Dollars.  Another  272,429  of  these  were  struck,  of  course  still  dated 

1780,  and  of  833^  standard  silver. 

Standards  Used  : — 

Silver  925  for  Medals  and  Ceylon  5  rupee,  also  Maundy  money. 

Silver  833  £  for  Alaria  Theresia  dollars. 

Silver  500  for  Iraq  50  fils.

Nickel-brass  for  many  coinages:  copper  79%,  nickel  1%,  zinc  20%.

Melbourne  Mint  made  over  62  million  Australian  silver  coins  during  the  year.  They 

also  produced  1256  sets  of  specimen  silver  coins. 

Perth  Mint  struck  nearly  15  million  Australian  pennies,  of  these,  470  were  proofs. 

SOME  NUMISMATIC  TERMS. 

Aluch  of  the  following  is  taken  from  “  A  Dictionary  of  Numismatic  Names  ”  by  A.  R.  Frey. 

Abschlag  (German).  A  restrike  from  an  original  die;  i.e.  struck  at  a  later  date. 

Aes  Grave.  A  general  term  applied  to  the  early  bronze  coins  of  Rome  and  the  adjacent 
districts  of  Italy.  Strictly  speaking  it  should  only  apply  to  the  cast  coinages,  which  are 
for  the  most  part  quite  large. 

Amulet.  An  article,  in  this  case  medal  or  coin,  that  is  supposed  to  have  talismanic  qualities 
attached  to  it,  such  as  warding  oft  evil,  disease  or  accidents. 

Anepigraphic.  Without  inscription. 

Anglo-Gallic.  Coins  issued  by  English  kings  and  princes  in  their  French  territories. 

Anglo-Hanoverian.  Coins  issued  in  Brunswick-Luneburg  and  Hanover  by  princes  who 
became  kings  of  England;  i.e.  George  I  to  William  IV. 

Annulet.  A  small  circle. 

Assignat  (French).  Paper  money  issued  in  the  early  days  of  the  French  Republic. 

Ausbeutemiinzen  (German).  Coins  struck  from  metal  obtained  from  a  local  mine — 
usually  gold  or  silver. 

Autonomous.  Coins  struck  by  cities  and  territories  requiring  no  external  authority  for 
their  issue. 

Barbarous  coins.  A  general  term  applied  to  fairly  contemporary  imitation  of  Greek  and 
Roman  coins  usually  made  by  the  “  barbarian  ”  tribes  living  on  the  borders  of  their 
territories. 

Bath  Metal.  An  alloy  of  copper  and  zinc  (about  4  to  1),  in  use  during  the  reign  of  George  I 
of  England  and  later. 

Bilingual.  Term  applied  to  coins  with  the  legends  in  two  languages. 

Billon.  A  base  metal,  usually  applied  to  a  mixture  of  silver  and  copper  when  the  former 
is  of  small  proportion. 

Black  Money.  A  general  term  for  coins  ostensibly  issued  for  silver,  but  which  actually 
contain  a  large  portion  of  base  alloy,  and  therefore  after  a  short  time  in  circulation  turn 
dark.  In  England  the  term  is  applied  to  some  medieval  brass  or  copper  counters  made 
to  resemble  current  silver  coins. 

Blank.  The  disc  of  metal  from  which  the  coin  is  to  be  made. 

Box.  The  term  applied  to  a  coin,  or  rather  two  coins,  made  to  form  a  little  box.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  screw  together  leaving  a  hollow  space.  In  the  case  of  old  European 
crowns  this  space  often  contains  pictures,  but  with  large  English  copper  they  have  been 
known  to  contain  little  gold  coins. 

Bracteates.  A  series  of  very  thin  early  medieval  coins,  usually  with  the  design  stamped  on 
the  obverse  only  and  the  same  showing  incuse  on  the  reverse;  they  are  mostly  silver  of 
good  quality. 

Brass.  The  three  main  sizes  of  Roman  imperial  coins  are  sometimes  most  inaccurately 
referred  to  as  first  brass,  second  brass  and  third  brass 

Brockage.  A  faulty  piece  in  coining,  a  damaged  coin.  However,  the  word  is  used  today 
to  denote  a  coin  with  the  same  design  both  sides  but  incuse  on  one  side;  this  is  caused 
through  the  previous  blank  that  was  struck  being  caught  in  one  die,  usually  the  reverse 
die,  and  giving  the  impression  incuse  on  one  side  of  the  next  blank  that  is  fed  into  the 
press;  this  impression  is  made  from  the  already  struck  blank  and  not  from  a  die. 
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Broke  Money.  A  term  used  to  denote  the  coins  of  the  Middle  Ages  that  were  halved  or 
quartered  to  make  a  smaller  denomination  (e.g.  English  silver  pennies  cut  or  broken  down 
the  centre  for  use  as  half-pennies). 

Bronze.  An  alloy  made  of  approx.  95  parts  copper,  4  parts  tin  and  1  part  zinc. 
Bungtowns.  A  name  given  to  imitations  of  English  halfpennies  with  incorrect  wording  on 
them  which  circulated  in  Pennsylvania  and  other  states  in  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  The  corresponding  name  in  this  country  is  “  Imitation  Regal.” 

Camera  (Italian).  This  means  money  of  exchequer,  usually  found  in  conjunction  with  the 
name  of  a  coin;  e.g.  ducati  di  camera. 

Chop  Marks.  Marks  or  Chinese  letters  found  on  coins,  usually  Mexican  or  South  American 
dollars,  made  by  Chinese  bankers  or  business  firms  as  a  token  of  their  genuineness. 
Clean  Dollars.  A  term  used  to  designate  unchopped  dollars  circulating  in  China. 
Cliche.  A  one-sided  copy,  usually  an  electrotype. 

Clipped.  A  name  given  to  coins  that  have  had  pieces  cut  from  their  edges,  usually  by 
dishonest  persons  for  the  sake  of  retaining  some  of  the  metal. 

Cob  Money.  Early  pieces  of  Mexico  and  South  America,  usually  very  badly  struck  on 
irregular  flan. 

Communion  Tokens.  A  series  of  tokens,  usually  lead,  introduced  by  various  churches, 
to  exercise  control  over  such  as  presented  themselves  for  the  Communion  service.  Believed 
to  have  originated  in  Switzerland,  they  have  been  used  extensively  by  Scottish  churches 
and  by  Presbyterian  Churches  in  England,  Ireland,  Canada,  etc. 

Concave.  Having  the  appearance  of  a  hollow  bowl. 

Consecration  Coins.  Those  Roman  pieces  struck  to  commemorate  the  apotheosis  of  a 
ruler  or  member  of  his  family — a  ceremony  which  celebrated  his  passage  to  the  Divinities. 

Contorniate.  Roman  tokens  or  counters  that  look  like  large  bronze  coins  but  are  readily 
distinguished  by  a  groove  encircling  the  entire  outer  edge  of  the  planchet. 

Contribution  Coins.  Applied  to  any  series  which  was  issued  as  necessity  money  to  pay 
an  indemnity  levied. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Circulation  of  U.S.  Dollars.  Due  to  a  rather  limited  knowledge  of  numismatics 
on  my  part  and  the  expertness  of  your  writers  and  proof  readers,  I  have  been  reading  the 
Bulletin  for  seven  years  without  having  found  an  error.  It  was  rather  disappointing  to  finally 
note  a  mistake  (on  page  447  of  the  November  issue),  only  to  realize  it  took  no  knowledge  of 
numismatics  to  recognise  the  “  slip,”  but  merely  a  familiarity  with  the  customs  of  the  region 
in  which  I  reside. 

You  classify  American  dollar  coins  as  no  longer  being  in  circulation.  This  statement  is 
true  and  has  been  for  over  20  years  in  the  mid-western  and  eastern  U.S.  In  the  South-west 
and  Nevada,  California  and  Southern  Oregon  silver  dollars  are  frequently  received  in  change. 
In  the  larger  cities  dollars  are  usually  given  in  change  with  an  apology,  particularly  if  more 
than  one  is  required,  but  in  the  mountains  where  mining  was  once  a  very  important  part  of 
the  economy,  they  are  paid  out  without  any  comment.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  would  be 
generally  regarded  as  poor  taste  in  these  regions  to  object  to  the  receipt  of  even  ten  or  fifteen 
together.  Reno  and  Las  Vagas,  Nevada,  both  of  which  “  enjoy  ”  (and  that  is  not  just  a 
figure  of  speech),  legalized  gambling  have  almost  adopted  the  silver  dollar  as  the  only  acceptable 
coinage  or  rather  currency.  Slot  machines  are  located  in  every  public  establishment  except 
the  churches  and  government  buildings,  and  whenever  the  proprietor  can  afford  more  than 
two  or  three  machines  the  next  one  will  be  one  that  accepts  only  silver  dollars. 

Banks  generally  find  need  for  extra  dollars  at  Christmas  time  and  the  mint  at  San  Francisco 
(which  no  longer  manufactures  any  coins),  issue  some  from  the  hundreds  of  thousands  still 
on  hand.  Incidentally  the  mark,  numismatically  speaking,  of  the  Easterner  is  the  two  dollar 
bill  which  is  almost  never  seen  out  here,  but  is  relatively  common  in  the  Eastern  U.S. 

So  rare  are  silver  dollars  there  that  when  a  large  corporation  wished  to  show  its  importance 
to  its  community  (in  Pennsylvania),  they  paid  all  their  hourly  workers  in  silver  dollars.  Within 
24  hours  the  local  merchants  had  received  thousands  of  them,  but  within  two  or  three  weeks 
they  had  all  but  vanished  from  circulation  in  the  area,  due  to  their  inconvenience  and  the  lack 
of  a  tradition  favouring  them. 

Incidentally  in  Reno  one  tastefully  decorated  establishment  advertized  that  its  bar  was 
covered  with  40,000  silver  dollars  laid  flat  in  plastic,  thereby  simultaneously  demonstrating 
a  vast  faith  in  the  durability  of  lucite  (the  plastic)  and  the  fact  that  at  least  part  of  their  net 
worth  was  always  available  in  case  of  emergency. 
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Sometime  try  to  slip  in  an  error  about  a  Syracusan  coin  which  would  be  glaring  enough 
for  me  to  catch — say  a  dekadrachm  with  a  turtle  for  a  reverse  or  a  brass  tetradrachm  showing 
Hieron  II  shaking  hands  with  Hannibal. — Mead  Kibbey,  Sacramento ,  California. 

Coins  from  Stoke  Bardolph.  A  silver  coin  of  the  late  9th  century,  bearing  the  name 
of  Burghred  of  Mercia,  was  found  by  the  Peverel  Archaeological  Group  during  their  digging 
on  the  site  of  the  medieval  manor  of  Stoke  Bardolph,  said  Mr.  Stanley  Revill,  a  member  of 
the  group,  in  an  illustrated  talk  to  members  of  the  Thoroton  Society  of  Nottinghamshire  in 
Nottingham  last  night. 

The  coin  was  one  of  a  number  which  were  unearthed,  he  said,  with  fragments  of  pottery 
and  an  open  hearth  in  the  hall  of  the  manor. 

Mr.  Revill  was  taking  his  audience  on  a  “  tour  ”  of  the  excavations,  which  are  on  Corpora¬ 
tion  property.  Work  on  the  site,  discovered  by  accident,  has  been  going  on  since  1952. 
— Nottingham  Guardian  Journal  ( Nottingham ),  4th  December ,  1958. 

£1,500  for  Coin  Hoard  Finders.  The  two  men  who  discovered  a  large  hoard  of  Saxon 
coins  in  the  grounds  of  Wymondham  College,  Norfolk,  last  January,  are  to  receive,  as  a  first 
instalment  of  payment  for  treasure  trove,  £1,500,  free  of  tax,  to  be  divided  between  them. 

This  first  instalment  will  be  for  that  part  of  the  hoard  which  the  Norwich  Castle  Museum 
is  buying  from  the  British  Museum.  Later  the  men  will  receive  a  second,  smaller,  instalment, 
for  the  rest  of  the  hoard  which  is  to  be  retained  by  the  British  Museum.  The  finders  were 
Mr.  Alfred  Harvey,  of  Spixworth,  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Bird,  of  Norwich. 

The  find,  of  883  coins,  is  the  largest  hoard  of  Saxon  coins  to  have  been  discovered  in 
Britain  since  1872,  and  it  is  considered  of  great  importance  by  scholars. 

Norwich  Castle  Museum  is  paying  for  its  share  of  the  hoard  mostly  from  money  raised 
by  the  Friends  of  Norwich  Museum.  A  Ministry  of  Education  grant,  through  the  Victoria 
and  Albert  Museum,  is  also  being  used.  The  coins  will  be  handed  to  Mr.  Rainbird  Clarke, 
curator  of  the  Norwich  Museum,  next  week. 

Team  of  Moneyers.  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley,  of  the  department  of  coins  and  medals  at 
the  British  Museum,  who  has  done  most  of  the  work  on  the  Morley  St.  Peter  hoard,  as  it  is 
called,  told  The  Times  that  the  impression  he  has  gained  is  that  the  English  Government  had 
sent  a  team  of  moneyers  to  Norfolk,  in  the  early  tenth  century,  to  give  to  any  coins  current 
there  a  resemblance  to  the  standard  English  coinage  in  the  monetary  union  of  Mercia,  Wessex 
and  Kent.  This  standardization  of  the  coinage  for  the  whole  country  as  it  became  reunited 
was  probably  decided  on  bv  King  Alfred  about  the  year  890. — Titties  ( London ),  6th  Decembery 
1958.

This  book,  which  unfortunately  escaped  our  notice  at  the  time  of  publication,  is  a  most 
interesting  and  complete  account  of  the  coinage  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  during  the  last 
100  years. 

The  five  main  sections  of  the  work  are  as  follows: — 

“  Basic  principles  of  Coinage,  Minting  technique  and  Political  Economy  “  The 
chaotic  state  of  the  Cantonal  Coinage  System  before  1850  “  Review  of  a  Century 

of  Swiss  Coinage  ”;  “  Review  of  a  Century  of  Swiss  Political  Economy  ”  and  “  Present 
and  future  policy  of  Swiss  Economics.”  Following  is  an  appended  article  entitled 
“  The  Manufacture  of  our  Coins.”  This  deals  with  all  coinage  operations  and  is 
fully  illustrated. 

For  the  foreigner,  the  most  interesting  section  of  the  book  is  the  final  part,  which  deals 
with  coinage  reforms,  and  the  coin?  themselves:  proofs,  current  coins  and  patterns  are  all 
fully  described  and  all  are  illustrated.  Tables  of  numbers  of  pieces  struck  from  1850-1950 
are  also  included,  as  are  shooting  thalers  and  medals  and  commemorative  5  franc  pieces. 
The  only  error  of  omission  appears  to  be  that  of  the  5  franc  piece  struck  for  the  Landesausstel- 
lung  (National  Exposition)  of  1939.  This  coin  appears  neither  on  the  plate  of  Com¬ 
memorative  coins,  nor  on  the  plate  of  coins  of  Switzerland  current  in  1950,  and  this  surely 
was  unintentional.  The  illustrations  are  excellent;  although  we  prefer  photographs  of  actual 
coins,  these  are  the  finest  photographs  of  casts  we  have  seen. 

This  book  is  beautifully  produced  and  will  be  of  great  interest  to  collectors  of  the  series. —

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British  N.S.  At  the  November  meeting 
Mr.  Liddell  read,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Rayner 
and  himself,  a  paper  entitled  “  Truro  and 
Exeter  Halfcrowns.”  He  referred  to  the  two 
groups  of  1642  Truro  pieces  which  existed, 
one  group  containing  coins  of  worn  appear¬ 
ance,  apparently  contemporary  in  date,  and 
the  other  consisting  of  coins  of  modern 
appearance,  apparently  struck  from  machinery. 
Numismatists  had  not  been  happy  in  the  past 
about  this  latter  group,  but  it  was  the  object 
of  the  paper  to  show  that  all  the  1642  Truro 
halfcrowns,  and  the  Exeter  halfcrowns  of 
1644-5  which  share  the  same  obverse  die  as 
is  used  for  all  the  Truro  coins,  were  in  fact 
made  by  machinery  and  are  contemporary. 
After  considering  the  historical  evidence,  the 
weights  of  the  coins,  their  spectographic 
analysis  and  their  regularity  of  die-axis,  the 
authors  described  a  small  rocker  press  as 
used  on  the  Continent  and  suggested  that 
some  similar  piece  of  apparatus  may  have  been 
used  in  producing  the  Truro  and  Exeter  coins. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  weak  patches  in  opposite 
corners  of  the  coin,  which  was  noticeable  on 
the  coins  in  question,  could  be  detected  on 
coins  as  early  as  James  I  unites  of  1605. 
Could  this  be  said  to  infer  that  machinery 
was  used  at  as  early  a  time  as  this  ?  Mr.  Albert 
Baldwin  sounded  a  note  of  caution,  and  wanted 
to  see  more  evidence  in  favour  of  the  view  put 
forward  in  the  paper  that  all  the  coins  were 
contemporary.  Other  speakers  felt,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  the  evidence  of  spectographic 
analysis  was  convincing  in  itself  in  that  coins 
from  different  groups  had  the  same  chemical 
composition,  characterized  by  a  high  gold 
content. 

Bath  and  Bristol  N.S.  The  Society’s 
ninth  Annual  General  .Meeting  was  held  on 
December  5th,  with  W.  E.  Mannings  in  the 
chair. 

The  Secretary’s  report  indicated  that  1958 
had  been  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  A  high  standard  of  lectures  had  been 
maintained  and  membership  continued  to 
increase.  The  highlight  of  the  year  had  been 
the  1958  National  Numismatic  Congress 
which  was  organised  by  the  Society  at  the 
Pump  Room,  Bath. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  emphasised  that  the 
finances  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  in 
spite  of  a  loss  incurred  in  arranging  the 
Congress. 

R.  G.  Hibberd  and  W.  Hughes  were  elected 
members  of  the  Society  and,  as  a  result, 
membership  has  now  reached  50  for  the  first 
time. 

The  following  were  elected  for  1959:

I.  E.  Anthony,  J.  B.  Carlyon,  G.  Stevens  Cox,

R.  F.  Theobald;  Chairman'.  W.  E.  Mannings; 
Vice-chairman:  Cllr.  A.  C.  Knight;  Secretary 
and  Treasurer:  A.  C.  Griffin;  Assistant  Sec¬ 
retary:  R.  E.  Softly;  Librarian:  R.  W. 
Woodham;  Committee:  Aliss  D.  Bushell, 
L.  V.  Grinsell,  T.  Hardaker  and  A.  E.  Webb, 
with  the  officials. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  At  the  October 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.,  the  newly  elected 
president,  J.  G.  Pollard,  delivered  his  presi¬ 
dential  address. 

After  dealing  with  domestic  matters  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  society,  Mr.  Pollard  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  an  examination  of  the  state  of 
numismatics  in  this  country  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  a  museum  worker.  The  three 
sections  of  the  community  interested  in 
numismatics  were,  said  Mr.  Pollard:  1,  the 
professional  numismatists;  2,  the  amateur 
students;  and  3,  the  dealers.  Each  group  was 
examined  and  comments  offered,  and  two 
points  were  stressed,  the  great  amount  of 
valuable  contribution  to  the  sum  total  of 
numismatic  knowledge  as  provided  by  the 
amateur  enthusiasts,  and  the  fortunate  and 
happy  relationships  that  existed  between  the 
collectors  (whether  private  or  museums)  and 
the  dealers. 

Mr.  Pollard  then  made  several  suggestions 
for  future  study  and  amongst  these  he  pleaded 
for  greater  stress  to  be  paid  to  the  art-his¬ 
torical  standpoint  of  our  coins  and  medals. 

Finally,  Mr.  Pollard  called  for  a  greater 
examination  of  the  material  actually  within 
collections  both  private  and  public  as  he 
said  much  valuable  information  had  still 
to  be  revealed. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted 
to  an  auction  of  members’  duplicate  or 
unwanted  coins,  and  in  this,  70  of  the  73  lots 
offered  were  sold  for  a  total  of  £24/2/-. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  “  The  Knights  of 
St.  John  ”  was  the  title  of  a  paper  read  to  the 
December  meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  by  the  hon. 
treasurer,  Comm.  A.  L.  Craig- Jeffreys.  A 
full  account  of  the  history  of  the  order  from 
its  inception  in  the  11th  century  was  given, 
and  the  various  ways  by  which  it  was  enlarged 
and  made  more  powerful,  and  the  moves  to 
Cyprus  in  1291,  to  Rhodes  in  1310,  and  to 
Alalta  in  1530,  were  detailed.  The  order  was 
founded  in  Jerusalem  upon  the  Benedictine 
Chapel  and  hospices  set  up  by  Italian  mer¬ 
chants  to  assist  pilgrims  to  the  Holy  Land, 
and  although  the  order  became  more  of  a 
military  character,  it  retained  its  high  pur¬ 
poses. 

A  full  description  of  the  coinage  then  fol¬ 
lowed  and  the  whole  paper  was  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides  and  photographs. 
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Coventry  and  District  N.S.  Frank 
Purvey  came  from  London  to  talk  to  the 
Society  on  “  Photography  in  the  Service  of 
Numismatics.”  In  the  opinion  of  an  audience 
who  listened  very  attentively  to  this  most 
interesting  talk  his  journey  was  very  well 
worthwhile. 

Mr.  Purvey  opened  his  talk  by  explaining 
that  he  would  attempt  to  demonstrate  the 
great  importance  of  photography  to  the  nu¬ 
mismatist  and  show  how  the  amateur  photo¬ 
grapher,  who  was  also  a  numismatist,  could 
use  the  camera  to  very  great  advantage. 
He  explained  that,  apart  from  the  magnifying 
glass  and  spectro-analysis,  numismatics  had 
gained  more  from  photography  than  from 
any  other  single  cause.  Before  1873  numis¬ 
matists  had  only  hand-engraved  plates  on 
which  to  rely  and  although  these  gave  a 
fairly  good  idea  of  the  appearance  of  the 
coins  there  was  always  the  risk  that  the 
engraver,  not  being  a  numismatist,  would 
not  be  able  to  differentiate,  for  instance, 
between  styles  of  lettering.  Further,  there 
was  always  the  risk  of  multiplied  error  —  an 
error  by  the  original  engraver  being  made 
greater  by  a  later  engraver.  There  are  still 
many  unsolved  mysteries  in  the  world  of 
coins  due  to  inaccurately  engraved  plates 
made  from  coins  which  have  since  been  lost, 
possibly  for  ever. 

Today,  line  engravings  are  used  to  illustrate 
to  the  best  advantage  the  design  of  a  coin  in 
order  to  show  its  type  for  quick  recognition 
as  in  such  works  as  Oman’s  “  The  Coinage 
of  England  ”  and  Seaby’s  numismatic  pub¬ 
lications. 

Passing  by  interesting  stages  through  such 
aspects  of  the  subject  as  the  introduction 
of  the  photographic  plate  and  how  it  opened 
up  a  great  new  era  in  numismatics,  the  early 
photographs  shown  in  the  “  Numismatic 
Chronicle  ”  and  made  by  the  Autotype 
Company,  and  the  collotypes  used  in  auction 
catalogues,  Mr.  Purvey  explained  how  the  new 
method  enabled  students  to  study  coins 
without  having  to  travel  often  great  distances 
to  see  them.  Many  museums  have  now 
published  photographically  illustrated  cata¬ 
logues  of  their  collections  for  the  benefit  of 
all  numismatists. 

Mr.  Purvey  then  gave  very  detailed  in¬ 
structions  on  the  taking  of  photographs 
of  coins  and  medals,  of  enlarging  such 
photographs  and  further,  enlarging  sections 
of  selected  coins,  of  cameras  and  stands 
lighting  and  depth  of  focus  —  even  the  use 
of  refrigeration  in  showing  up  certain  aspects 
of  coin  relief. 

He  showed  how  photographs  of  coins  in 
collections  could  aid  police  and  dealers  in 
case  of  theft  since  no  two  coins  are  exactly 
alike. 

Several  very  beautiful  enlargements  of 


sections  of  coins  were  shown  during  the 
talk  as  were  photographs  of  coins  and  medals 
made  by  various  processes  and  Mr.  Purvey 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  brilliance  of  his 
work. 

Huddersfield  N.S.  At  the  November 
meeting  of  the  society,  held  at  the  Ravens- 
knowle  Museum,  Huddersfield,  Frank  Pleeley 
gave  a  talk  on  the  Wyon  family  embodying 
considerable  research  which  threw  light  on 
this  talented  race  of  die  engravers  whose  work 
distinguished  much  of  the  British  coinage  and 
medals  of  the  last  century. 

When  he  started  his  research  only  half  a 
dozen  of  the  Wyons  were  known  to  Mr. 
Heeley,  but  no  fewer  than  seventeen  dating 
to  the  present  day  had  come  to  his  notice  with 
claims  to  be  of  interest  to  the  numismatist. 

The  family  sprang  from  a  George  Wyon 
who  was  married  at  Cologne  in  1705  and 
whose  third  son,  also  called  George,  a  medal¬ 
list  and  engraver,  came  to  England  under  the 
patronage  of  King  George  II.. 

The  high  light  of  the  family  was  William 
Wyon  (1795-1851)  whose  designs  included 
outstanding  features  in  the  British  and  Colo¬ 
nial  coinages  of  George  III  from  1816, 
George  IV,  William  IV  and  Victoria.  He  was 
the  designer  and  engraver  of  the  famous 
Gothic  Crown  of  1846.  The  “  Penny  black  ” 
and  other  penny  and  twopenny  stamps 
printed  between  1840  and  1879  bore  the  head 
of  Queen  Victoria  taken  from  his  medal  to 
commemorate  the  Queen’s  visit  to  the  City 
of  London  in  1837.  This  likeness  of  the  Queen 
was  described  by  Sainthill  as  of  surpassing 
beauty,  “  a  combination  of  excellence  where 
all  the  truth  of  nature  is  displayed  in  all  the 
perfection  of  art.” 

In  1839  Wyon  had  visited  Paris  to  receive 
an  honour  from  Louis  Philippe,  who  highly 
praised  the  1837  medal  and  when  shown  a 
medallion  of  William  IV,  exclaimed  “  It  is 
the  old  boy,  his  very  self.” 

William  Wyon’s  eldest  son,  Leonard 
Charles  (born  1826),  executed  most  of  the 
military  and  naval  medals  from  1851  to  his 
death  in  1891,  and  engraved  the  dies  for  the 
obverse  of  the  gold  and  silver  coinage  to 
commemorate  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  the 
Queen’s  reign. 

Mr.  Heeley’s  lecture  was  illustrated  by  a 
comprehensive  display  of  coins,  medals  and 
tokens  of  different  members  of  the  family. 

Kent  N.S.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
held  in  Maidstone  Museum,  on  Friday, 
November  14th,  J.  F.  H.  Checkley  spoke 
on  the  architecture  and  coinage  of  the  Saxon 
and  early  medieval  periods  in  England. 
The  speaker  contrasted  the  magnificent 
development  of  architectural  styles  with  the 
unchanging  artistic  quality  of  the  coinage 
which  remained  relatively  poor.  Mr.  Checkley 
accounted  for  the  latter  with  the  suggestion 
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that  there  had  been  a  change  in  the  status 
of  the  moneyers,  and  they  no  longer  had  any 
real  interest  in  producing  coin  types  of  merit. 

The  talk  was  followed  by  an  exhibition  of 
‘  Animals  on  Coins.’  Mr.  Grove  showed  an 
appropriate  series  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins ; 
Mr.  Newbury,  a  number  of  18th  century 
tokens,  and  Mr.  Lock,  several  recent  tokens 
and  coins.  In  addition,  Mr.  Bridge  exhibited 
four  Mexican  dollars  showing  the  results  of 
chop-marking;  Mr.  Dadd,  a  series  of  portrait 
coins;  Mr.  Checkley,  the  recent  medal  issued 
by  the  Kent  Messenger,  with  a  centenary 
calendar  for  1959.  The  gold  solidus  of  Valens 
(364-378  a.d.)  which  was  found  recently  near 
Aylesford,  was  shown  from  the  Museum 
collection. 

Kent  N.S.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the 
society  in  the  museum  at  Maidstone  on 
Friday,  December  12th.  The  officers  of  the 
Society  were  all  re-elected  to  serve  during  the 
forthcoming  year.  J.  R.  Morgan  was  elected 
to  membership,  and  the  Rye  Coin  Club, 
Sussex,  to  corporate  membership. 

L.  R.  A.  Grove  spoke  on  the  coins  in 
Maidstone  Museum.  He  commented  on  the 
curious  evolution  of  the  collections,  and  men¬ 
tioned  the  work  of  past  curators  and  friends 
of  the  Museum,  especially  Edward  Pretty, 
and,  later,  W.  H.  Day.  The  speaker  outlined 
the  scope  of  the  present  collections  which 
include  a  preponderance  of  Roman  coins,  and 
stressed  that  the  future  policy  of  acquisition 
would  be  concerned  with  local  finds  and  coins 
and  tokens  of  local  issue. 

Examples  of  coins  of  various  periods  from 
the  Museum  collections  were  shown  to  mem¬ 
bers.  Mr.  Clark  exhibited  an  East  India  token 
with  two  obverses;  Mr.  Newbury,  a  number 
of  seventeenth  century  tokens;  Mr.  Checkley, 
a  series  of  silver  coins  of  Edward  VI ;  Mr. 
Dadd,  examples  of  coin  weights,  and  John 
W.  Bridge,  a  number  of  coins  with  errors. 

London  N.C.  “  How  I  began  ”  was  the 
description  given  to  the  activity  at  the  meeting 
held  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute,  E.C.4,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  11th  November.  12  members  gave  short 
accounts  of  the  ways  in  which  they  began 
the  study  and  collection  of  coins,  and  in  some 
cases  displayed  their  acquisitions.  Ex¬ 
periences  related  included  introductions  to 
numismatics  through  antique  and  jewellers’ 
shops;  schoolmasters;  an  interest  in  Egyp¬ 
tology;  reading  a  history  book;  travel  in 
Greece,  Aden,  and  South  America;  and 
even  through  the  study  of  a  church  collection. 
The  evening  produced  a  good  crop  of  in¬ 
teresting  and  amusing  stories,  revealed  a 
wide  field  of  interests,  and  provided  yet  more 
illustrations  of  the  value  and  fascination  of 
both  the  general  and  the  specialised  collection. 

London  N.C.  At  the  December  meeting 
of  the  Club,  held  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute  on 
Wednesday  10th  December,  A.  Baldwin  gave 


an  illustrated  talk  on  “  English  Hammered 
Coinage.”  He  referred  briefly  to  ancient 
British  gold  coins  copied  from  the  staters  of 
Macedon,  to  Roman  issues  struck  or  brought 
here,  and  to  Anglo-Saxon  “  thrymsas  ”  and 
the  very  rare  gold  pennies,  perhaps  used  by 
kings  as  personal  offerings.  From  these,  he 
moved  on  to  the  main  series  of  gold  coinage, 
beginning  with  the  “  penny  ”  of  Henry  III 
(1252),  an  equivalent  of  the  Florentine 
“  fiorino,”  showing  the  king  enthroned.  Mr. 
Baldwin  studied  in  detail  the  splendid  flower¬ 
ing  of  the  coinage  under  Edward  III,  with 
the  appearance  of  the  “  florin,”  “  leopard,” 
and  “  helm,”  and  also  of  a  denomination  and 
design  that  were  to  have  a  long  history — the 
noble,  with  its  subdivisions.  The  characteris¬ 
tic  “  king  in  ship  ”  form  of  the  noble  may 
reflect  pride  in  English  naval  power,  or  in 
English  commercial  prosperity. 

The  Tudor  period  saw  not  only  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  real  portraits,  but  also  of  new 
names  and  values,  e.g.  sovereigns  (20  or  30 
shillings),  ryal  or  rose-noble  (10  or  15  shillings), 
George  noble  (6/8),  crown  of  the  rose  (4/6). 
Greatest  variety  was  reached  in  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that, 
even  if  the  value  of  a  coin  changed,  names  and 
designs  often  remained  remarkably  unaltered 
for  centuries.  For  a  long  time  there  was  a 
coin  worth  6/8,  for  payment  of  the  standard 
professional  fee.  Mr.  Baldwin  concluded  with 
a  study  of  the  superb  unites  and  their  multiples 
issued  by  Charles  I,  and  the  more  austere 
Commonwealth  and  Cromwellian  pieces.  This 
informal,  but  most  informative  and  interesting 
talk  was  illustrated  by  fine  lantern  slides — 
especially  welcome  because  of  the  splendour 
of  these  coins,  and  often  because  of  their 
great  rarity. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  At  the  meet¬ 
ing  on  November  4th,  five  members,  Messrs 
Danson,  Pegg,  Oliver,  Philipson  and  Golem- 
berski,  contributed  to  the  evening’s  topic  of 
“  Why  I  Collect  Coins.”  Besides  relating 
anecdotes  of  their  early  days  of  collecting,  and 
giving  varied  reasons  for  their  general  and 
particular  numismatic  interests,  a  good  deal 
of  sound  advice  was  given  to  the  younger 
members.  Nearly  all  the  speakers  emphasized 
the  pointlessness  of  merely  collecting  coins, 
and  agreed  that  a  search  for  knowledge  about 
the  countries  and  periods  of  issue  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  series  immeasurably  enhanced  the 
enjoyment  and  appreciation  of  the  coins 
themselves. 

The  evening  concluded  with  many  members 
present  exhibiting  various  numismatic  curi¬ 
osities  and  also  additions  to  their  cabinets 
during  the  previous  twelve  months. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society. 

Mr.  Barlow'  called  his  talk  at  the  November 
meeting  “  My  Own  Links  with  History  ”  and 
as  he  developed  his  theme  we  saw  that  this 
was  an  apt  title.  He  recalled  that  the  first 
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ribbon  in  his  collection  was  a  piece  of  Queen’s 
South  Africa,  given  him  by  a  Sergt.  of  the 
Border  Regt.  on  his  way  to  France  in  the 
1914/18  war.  The  first  edition  of  Taffrail, 
again  a  gift  from  a  member  of  the  forces,  this, 
one  who  had  served  at  the  Battle  of  the  Falk¬ 
land  Islands,  encouraged  him  in  his  collecting. 
He  emphasised  that  his  medal  collection  was 
not  spectacular  but  illustrative  of  how  history 
is  formed.  Campaign  medals  remind  one  of 
Trafalgar,  of  Gallipoli,  of  the  Relief  of  Mafe- 
king.  Coronation  medals  of  some  of  the 
changes  which  have  taken  place  and  here  Mr. 
Barlow  told  us  that  he  had  seen  the  last  four 
of  these  events.  He  once  got  an  old  soldier  of 
the  King’s  Own  who  had  served  in  the  S. 
Africa  1879  campaign  to  take  his  class  in 
history,  apparently  with  great  success.  He 
learned  about  the  Crimean  war  from  his  great¬ 
grandfather,  who  was  there  and  he  in  his  turn 
had  heard  of  Prestonpans  from  his  great¬ 
grandfather.  Mr.  Barlow  illustrated  his  talk 
with  not  only  medals  but  badges,  stamps, 
pictures,  not  the  least  of  these  being  his  own 
George  Medal. 


Wessex  N.S.  At  the  December  meeting 
held  in  St.  Peter’s  Hall,  Bournemouth,  the 
members  were  addressed  by  the  Society’s 
Vice-President,  F.  Brooks,  on  the  subject  of 
“  The  Base  Metal  Coinage  of  Scotland.” 
Commencing  with  the  late  Anglo-Saxon 
period,  when  the  Northumbrian  coinage 
extended  north  of  the  Tweed,  followed  by  the 
earliest  Scottish  silver  penny  of  David  I  in 
the  12th  Century.  The  talk  embraced  the 
metal  content  of  the  currency  in  the  period 
following,  with  the  attempt  of  minting  the 
gold  noble  of  David  III.  In  his  survey  of 
Scotland’s  coinage,  Mr.  Brooks  gave  many 
historical  details  associated  with  the  changing 
of  Scottish  currency,  which  through  several 
turbulent  reigns,  the  unfamiliar  terms  such  as 
demy’s  placks,  billon  bawbees,  and  half 
bawbees,  were  derived  from  local  nicknames, 
or  an  abbreviation  suiting  the  description  of 
the  coin.  This  continued  until  1707,  when 
the  ancient  Scottish  coinage  was  ended. 
Mr.  Brooks  exhibited  many  of  these  speci¬ 
mens,  and  was  congratulated. on  his  excellent 
paper.
